After heavy bombardment the Ger- 
mans attempted the recapture of the 
trenches near Pilken taken by the 
British on July 5, but were easily

Reports of an Italian victory in 
he Carnic Alps with two miles of 
lustrian trenches captured have been 
received by a Geneva newspaper. 


Figures given out in Berlin show 
the sinking of forty-three merchant 
vessels by German submarines during 
the month of June, the tonnage of 
destroyed shipping, including fishing 
craft, totalling 125,000 tons.

Dr. Karl Kelfferich, the 
secretary of the German imperial treas- 
ury, regarding German's linancial situ- 
ation. 
The war loan and taxation and 
other measures to be submitted at the 
meeting of tlie reichstag, including gains 
from the manufacture of war materials, 
were also discussed. 
All the ministers 
present agreed that German's financial 
situation was most favorable and that 
the nation was resolved to hold out un- 
til a victorious peace was assured. 


Included among the items given out 
today by tJie Overseas News agency was

130 TONS OF ELEPHANTS WILL ARRIVE IN 
FORT WAYNE SATURDAY MORNING. 
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Imports From 
Germany 


That the British shipping hlockadc against Germany is by no 
means an "airtight" affair is disclosed by reports from "Washington 
on imports from Germany during the month of May, the latest period 
for which figures are yet available. 
Despite the blockage and the 
fact that under present war conditions Germany practically is iso- 
lated from the rest of the commercial world, that country managed 
to get through to the Ignited States during ]\Iay last goods to the 
value of $3,172,000, these goods being received at thirty-one of the 
custom ports of this country. Included in this total of imports for 
May are toys valued at $44:7,976, which brings the total imports of 
toys from Germany for eleven months ending May 31, Avell above the 
$6,000,000 mark. 
Less than $1,500,000 worth of toys reached this 
country during the same eleven months from all the rest of the 
world- 


Earthenware, stoneware and china also helped to swell the im- 
ports from Germany during May, their value being placed at $225,- 
758. 
Imports of potash from Germany during May were insigni- 
ficant, their value being $28,566. 


These totals are, of course, ridiculously' small when one com- 
pares them with the immense exports of Germany to the United 
fêtâtes in times of peace. Doubtless, too, some portion of the busi- 
ness included in the May report consisted of certain shipments which 
were permitted to go free from molestation by agreement negotiated 
with England. It has doubtless been the popular belief that the Brit- 
ish fleet had succeeded in completely shuttiîig off German shipments 
to this countrj', and chief interest in the figures from Washington 
lies in the demonstration that this is not the case. The commercial 
"blockade of Germain- is by no means complete. The Gennan export 
trade is not down and out, but it has been hit a staggering blow by 
the system under which this war is being waged.

There is much sound sense in the contention by Prosecutor Hil- 
gemann, made in an address before Fort Wayne realty men, that 
lawniaking should be the work of experts iii.stead of being entrusted 
to whoever cherishes an ambition to regulate mundane affairs.

Too often legislation is entrusted to 
those w^ithout training and who have never given the business a seri- 
ous thought until friends began to suggest that they were statesmen 
End that at just this moment the country needs them badly. 


The complaint of one of the big Indiana interurban

The existence of the jitney is 
unquestionably legitimate—as legitimate as that of any other sys- 
tem which assumes to supply public transportation. 
But in supply- 
ing that public transportation it is difficult to see how it escapes be- 
coming a public utility and by what right it is entitled to exemption 
from the regulations and responsibilities placed on other common 
carriers. 
If the jitney is to remain—and there is every prospect 
that it will do so—it should not complain at being compelled to play 
the game according to rules. 


Dr. Flint, the eminent alienist, who has figured much in the 
various Thaw trials, told the jury in the Thaw sanity hearing that 
lie believed the defendant had attempted to hypnotize him during 
his presence in the court room.

OPPOSES 


HCTJILIII HmE 


Hostile to Plan to Have 
Two Garbage Plants 
in City. 


There developed in the cit.y council 
Tuesday evening a decided hostility to a 
plan favored by Mayor Hosey and the 
ijoard of works to purchase land near 
the end of Huestis avenue in the angle 
formed by the St. Mary's river and the 
Wabash "railroad on which to erect a 
garbage crematory. 
An ordinance ap- 
propriating a total of $4,100 to purchase 
threee lots from Byron S. Thompson and 
one lot from John Wunderlin as a site 
for the proposed plant Avas introduced 
and it had been the earlier intention to 
ask the council to suspend the rules and 
pass it at once, but no such proposal 
was made and the matter was referred 
to the committee of the whole, which 
will meet next Tuesday nigiit to con- 
sider the measure. 
At that time the 
garbage disposal problem will be given 
a thorough thrashing out. 


The plan of the mayor and the board 
of works is to build the new crematory 
to take care of the garbage from the 
south side of the city and to continue 
to operate the old crematory on North 
dinton street to dispose of waste from 
the north side. 


Councilman 
Rogge 
expressed 
deter- 
mined opposition to putting a garbage 
cicmatory in the Sixth Avard of which 
he ih a resident. 
Councilman Keller, of 
the Eighth ward, voiced hostility to the 
plan of having another crematory 
in- 
side the city when he believed the one 
already in=ido should be removed be- 
yond the limits and also criticised the 
design to have two plants to maintain 
nnd operate. 


President Bayer, of the coiincil, spoke 
at some length in criticism of the plan, 
basing his opposition in large part on 
pny action taken in haste. 
He said that 
garbage disposal was one of the great 
])ioblcms with which all cities liad to 
deal and to attempt any solution of it 
in Fort Wayne over night was absurd. 
President Bayer declared that the city 
filioiild contemplate no moA'e in this di- 
rection without first procuring the serv- 
ices of .1 competent consulting engineer 
ai.d having him come here and make a 
complete survey of ihe local situation 
in order to advise the city what it will 
be best to do. 


The major sentiment of the coinicil 
appears to b(> antagonistic to the plan 
upon which the ordinance is based. There 
is now in the garfJage plant fund about 
$1!).000. 


Track Elevation Is Put Forward. 


The council ratified the revised plans 
for the separation of grades at Osage 
street and the 
Lake 
Shore 
railway 
tracks and also ratified the plans for 
separation at Osage 
and 
the 
Nickel 
Plate. 
This clears the way for the in- 
in'guration of work on these improve- 
ments, which have been hanging fire for 
a long time owing to diflerence with 


K. Noble regarding the ojiening of 
Osage street, v/hieh have been settled. 
The city has the deeds for the property 
donated by Mr. Xoiile for the opening of 
the street by a new route, which neces- 
sitated a change of the plans for the 
Lake Shore subway. 


The counnil also approved the resolu- 
tion for tlie separation 
of 
grades 
at 
Coombs street and 
the 
Nickel 
Plate 
track. 


Stand for Wayne Monument. 


The i'Oinniittee <>n parks, public build- 
ings and grounds made a report on the 
ufe to he made of the .-\nthony Wayne 
nirinurnent fund ajul set out tint, while 
it appreciated the patriotic .service of 
';e!i. Henry W. i-awton and the renown 
hi.^ brilliant 
militiirv career had shed 
on his home city of ]'\)rt Wayne, it was 
the evident intent of the council that 
(•stal)li.slied the levy more llian twenty 
years ago and of the 
councils 
\vhi"'h 
sul)se(|Mently had continued the levy to 
provide 
for a memorial 
to 
Ceiieral 
^Vayne. 
It was therefore recommended 
that the funds he used for that purpose 
niul that tlie expenditure be made under 
direction of the park board. 
To this 
end it was urged that a commission con- 
sisting of the mayor. tJie preside:it of 
the council, a member 
of 
the 
park 
bouid, a representative of the Daughters 
of the Anu'rinjin Revolution, a represen- 
tative of the Crand Army of the Repub- 
lic and a r-presentative of the Spanish 
War 
X'eterans be created to take 
the 
jiroper steps to start 
the work. 
The 
report was concurred 
in. 
Councilman 
K. P.. Smith, of the Fourth ward, spoke 
briefly, stating that he believed that the 
city of Fort ^Vayne already constituted 
a splendid monument to General Wayne 
and he had hoped, as a soldier of the 
civil war and aa ohe who himself had 
"^(•n (ieneral Lawton when a bov enlist 
for the great conflict, to see Fort'Wayne 
siritably honor her great 
and 
distin- 
guished son. 
Councilman 
Smith, how- 
ever. ofiered no opposition to the report 
of the committee. 


Other Council Matters. 


The council referred to the committee 
on finance an ordinance 
appropriating 
$40 a month from the trax;k elevation 
fimds to pay for additional clerical help 
in the board of works made necessary 
by track elevation matters. 
The appro- 
priation is designed to make the com- 
pensation to Henry W. Becker, clerk of 
the hoard, something more commensur- 
ate with his increased duties. 


To the committee on finance was also 
referred 
an 
ordinance 
to 
appropriate 
$100 from the incidental 
fund to 
the 
Liberty Bell celebration account to meet 
expenses incurred l)y the board of works 
in 
providing 
suitable 
decorations 
in 
honor of tlie bell s visit to Fort Wayne. 


The council .su.spended the rules and 
passed an ordinance authorizing the fin- 
ance department to lend $10,000 to the 
park board to meet its expenses tmtil 
the fall installment of taxes becomes 
available. 


Ordinances ratifying 
contracts 
with 
the Bass Foundry and Machine works 
and the Detroit Stoker company were 
passed.

Zelt, 2215 Alabama avenue, has passed 
the quarter century mark in age.

once in a hundred years or once every 
twenty-five years, but instead is covered 
with fiowers each 
year. 
This 
plant, 
which is kept in a moderately 
warm 
place in the winter time, begins to bud 
about Christmas time and flowers keep 
coming and going until the middle of 
July. ' 


Twenty-five years ago a neighbor lady 
gave Mrs. Zelt a small end of one of the 
"tails,"' a piece only four inches long. 
According to instructions it was placed 
in the ground and it immediately took 
root and began to grow. 
So each year 
after the plant stopped blooming small 
ends were stuck into the ground imtil 
now the entire flower pot is covered.

schools, 29. 


The common school revenue on Janu- 
ary, 1914, amounted to $52,965.88; con- 
gressional township revenue, $2,236.27; 
tuition revenue 
from 
local taxation, 
$07,582.83; revenue from liquor licenses, 
$20,200; total tuition revenue of the 
county, $142,984.98. 
The total special 


school revenue as shown 
by the ^lay 
settlement, 1914, was $221,937.89. 


There wore two concrete school houses, 
one stone, 178 brick, nine frame, mak- 
ing a totel 
of 190. There 
were .30.") 
teachers employed in the common schools 
of the county, seventy males and 2!»^ 
females. 
There were fiftj'-eiglit teach- 
ers in higli schools, 28 males and 30 fe- 
males. 
The aggregate amount paid to 
superintendents, 
supervisers, 
principals 
and teachers for the year was $320,- 
«80.87.

Vacation weeks—the two most dan- 
gerous weeks of the whole year! 


For these are the weeks when "sum- 
mer 
typhoid" ^ets its 
start, declare 
leading health authorities. 
When germs 
of the dread disease bred in rural com- 
munities are carried back to cities by 
liappy tourists where thoy lay the foun- 
dation of epidemics so dreaded by health 
officers during the summer months. 


Because thousands of people, 
ordi- 
narily careful of licalth during the rest 
of the year, are lax in health and hy- 
giene habits for two weeks in the sum- 
mer time, typhoid perms have 
little 
trouble in claiming 3.),000 lives every 
year in the United States. 


Because people when tliey go to the 
country 
for vacations ask the hotel- 
keeper, "Do you have 
dances 
every 
night?" instead of. "Is the 
drinking 
water pure?" typlioid germs have no 
trouble in keeping 350,000 in the Uni- 


ted States in sick beds on an average 
of six weeks a piece everj' year. 


Bccause of these things typhoid causes 
the loss of $350,000,000 to the United 
States every year. 


For fifty weeks in the .vear the aver- 
age American citizen and 
his family 
live sane, normal, healthy lives. 
They 
observe the ordinary rules of right liv- 
ing iin<i hygiene, give thought and care 
to the food they eat and the water and 
milk they drink. 


B\it when they move to the country 
for two weeks in the summer, or oft- 
times for a longer period, they give lit- 
tle thought to sanitary 
surroundings 
pnd are content if it looks picturesquely 
inviting for the rest and recreation they 
seek. 


Only too frequently tlie realization of 
this happy anticipation is a hasty re- 
turn to the city, and a long stay in 
the hospital, followed perhaps by death 
— from typhoid contracted because they 
were careless. 


Every autumn there is a startling rise 
in the number of typhoid cases in the 
cities—often reaching tiu- proportions of 
terrible epi<lemics-- aiid wlicn this 
is 
investigated it usually 
is found 
that 
they are simply cases which have been 
imported from the country. 


Persons leave the city in search of 
health and, as they are act iistcmied to 
tliink that health may be obtained and 
liest Tuaintained in the coiuitry tliey ac- 
(•(•])t it without question as the place to 
izet. Iiealth. 


Ordinarily the questions 
they 
ask 
A'.Jien .seeking sucli a coinitry place are 
in regard to the character of the food 
and beds, the social life, tlie tempera- 
ture and the opportunities for bathing. 


Tliese are important, but they are of 
secondary consideration 
as 
compared 
with the question of the healthfulness 
of the resort—and its sanitary environ- 
ment. 


They do not stop to realize or learn 


that typhoid fever is a disease of man. 
That the germ which causes it leaves 
the body of the person sick with the 
disease in his discharges, and that when 
these are taken by a well persojn a 
second case of the disease is started. 


They do not stop to realize that the 
germs'of typhoid fever are carried from 
sick to the well in water and food and 
by flies and the fingers. 


And typhoid is essentially a disease 
of the country because in the country 
the opportunity for the transference of 
the germs of the disease from the sick 
to well are greater than they are in 
the city. 


If a well from which the 
drinking 
water is drawn is so situated that waste 
water drains into it then only too often 
the "old oaken bucket" leads to the new 
oaken casket. 


Rickety old. thatch covered cow sta- 
bles may be picturesque, but 
usually 
this type also is filthy and often the 
milk which comes from cows housed in 
tlieni is tainted—tainted with death. 


Typhoid germs live in ordinary soil 
and in water for several months so that 
there is great danger in living in close 
proximity to pools of water formed by 
the sewage and drainage from stables 
and barns or outhouses. 


Typhoid is particidarly to be dreaded 
because pre-eminently it is a disease of 
youth, by far the larger proportion of 
those attacked by it ))eing between the 
ages of ten and fifty years. 
Thus its

Rural Credits by Farmers' 
Co-Operation Urged by 
Mr. Herrick. 


Course as to German Note 
Not Yet Determined by 
Wilson. 


THE GUESSERS HAVE 
BEEN GOING WRONG 


Hot Springs, Va., July 14.—In an ad- 
dress on '"The Need of Rural Ci-edits" 
before the National Fertilizer 
Associa- 
tion convention here today Myron 
T. 
Herrick, former ambassador to France, 
urged as a remedy for whatever trouble 
exists in rural connnunities the estab- 
lishment of co-operative organization of 
farmers. 


asserted that not one of the suc- 
cessful systems in 
operation 
in 
this 
country or in Europe ov.ed its e.xistencc 
to the intervention of the government 
and tliat agricultural progi'e.-s was not 
keeping pace with the expansion of in- 
dustry and population. 
A co-operative 
system to be successful, according to -Mr. 
Herrick, must bo built up l)y the farm- 
ers themselves without out.side assist- 
ance of any sort. 


Mr. Jlf-rrick said in part: 
"Agiicul- 
tiual progress is not keeping pace with 
the expansion 
of industry 
and 
the 
growtli of population. 
Unless its pro- 
gres.s ho accelerated, the shortcomings 
of agriculture amidst the rapid advance 
of all things else will soon or late be 
detrimental to the country's welfare. 


"The causes of these shortcomings are 
manifold. 
The want of good roads is 
one, and the absence of social pleasures 
is anotlier cause. 
But the greatest of 
all is, in my opinion, the lack of organ- 
ized selling and purchasing power. 


"Organized 
selling 
and 
purchasing 
powe** is best attained through co-opera- 
tion. 
Co-operation means mutual self 
help 
It spurns charity and 
subsidy, 
staÄ 
aid, special privileges and 
class 
legislation. 
It rests entirely upon it- 
self, gives full play to 
individualism, 
private initiative and private enterprise 
and for this reason it is the strongest 
opponent and the most effective positive 
program ever devised against socialism. 


"Co-operation must be built up by the 
farmers themselves by starting at 
the 
crass roots, and depending on their own 
resources 
and 
efforts, 
first 
assembled 
and combined in basic units, or local co- 
operative banks or credit societies. 


"A rural co-operative bank possesses 
genei'al banking poAvers, but delimits its 
area, restricts its opi-rations to agricul- 
tural projects, confines its credit facili- 
ties to members and borrows, if possible 
only from, or through 
the system 
to 
which it belongs. 
Thus, it devotes its 
resources exclusively to tin; agricultural 
good of its immediate neigliborhood and 
—provided the laws are properly drawn 
it is protected from ppeculative ven- 
tures and from becoming excessively a 
debtor to the outside world. 
It 
may 
be either a joint stock company or a 
pure association like a savings bank. 


"The rural co-operative bank 
worka 
for the individual good through the com- 
mon good of its members. 


The main use of the funds i.s to buy 
farm supplies ia bulk at wholesale, to 
retail to memwrs at a lower price, or 
on better terms than they could obtain 
for themselves, if eacli were standing 
alone. 
Tho bank's grand object is to 
assemble tbe individual resources of its 
members, and organize and 
strengthen 
tlioir purcliasing and selling power. 


"The rural co-operative bank 
exacts 
fair interest for its loans or credits; it 
also exacts adequate 
prices and 
com- 
pensation for the supplies it sells. Nc\- 
rtheless it limits it» profits to its own 
actual necessities. 
Its aim is rather to 
save the economies and reduce the ex- 
penses of members than to derive gain 
from them, and especially is this so if 
it be organized as a pure 
association 
nnd 
distributes 
no dividends. 
Hence, 
perhaps, arises the belief in its benevo- 
lent nature." 


Further Developments Not 
Expected Until Wilson 
Returns to Capital. 


Washington, July 
14.—Pending 
the 
return of President 
Wilson from Cor- 
nish, N. H., it was believed here today 
there would bo no further developments 
in the situation that has arisen between 
Germany and 
the United 
States 
over 
German submarine warfare. 
Just when 
the president would return to take up 
with his cabinet the latest German note 
was not definitely known but the pres- 
ident in a dispatch to Secretary 
Tu- 
multy said that he would be here soon. 
The supposition is that ho will be in 
\V'a&hington the la.st of the week and 
that the subject will be considered at 
Tuesday's cabinet meeting. 


The president's telegram 
was 
given 
out as a white hou.se statement and end- 
ed runior.s concerning his attitude to- 
ward the Gorman reply. 


It indicated that the 
president 
had 
reached no decision as to the policy of 
the government and 
it is believed 
to 
have been called 
forth by 
statements 
that he already has made up his minn 
and that he did not view the situation 
as seriously as some of his advi.sors. 


The stati^i7ient .said the president was 
giving the iJerman note his closest at- 
tention. keeping constantly in touch with 
Secretnry Lansing and that as soon as 
both had maturely corjsidered the situa- 
tion the president 
would return 
per- 
sonally to confer with Mr. Lansing and 
the cabinet after Mhich there would be 
as prompt an announcement as possible 
of the purpose of the government. 
Sec- 
retary Lansing and other cabinet mem- 
bers continued today to 
consider 
the 
situation as grave but gave no hint as 
to how the problem should be met.

That the British shipping blockade against Germany is by no 


means an "airtight" affair is disclosed by reports from AVashinglou 
on imports from Germany during the month of May. the latest. P-nod 
for which figures are yet available. Despite the blockade and th- 
fact that under present Avar conditions (iormany practi.-al.y '« ««- 
-lated from the rest of the commercial world, that country numbed 
to get through to the United States dm-ing May last goods to he 
value of $3,172,000, these goods being received at thirty-one ol the 
custom ports of this country. Included in this total of imports lor 
May are toys valued at $447,976, which brings the total imports nl 
toys from Germany for eleven months ending 11 ay 31, .veil above the 


' $6000000 mark. Less than $1,500.000 worth of toys reached 


country during the same eleven mouths from all the rest ot 


^°r Earthenware, stoneware, and china also helped to swell the im- 
ports from Germany during May, their value being placed at $-_:-,- 
758. 
Imports of potash from Germany .luring May were insigni- 


ficant, their value being $28.506. 


These totals arc, of course, ridiculously small when one com- 


pares them with the immense exports of Germany to the Touted 
States in times of peace. Doubtless, too, some port ton of the busi- 
ness included in the May report consisted of certain shipments, which 
were permitted to go free from molestation by agreement negotiated 
with England. Tt has doubtless been the popular belief that the Irt- 
ish fleet had succeeded in completely shutting off German shipments 
to this country, and chief interest in the figures from AVaslnngton 
lies in the demonstration that this is not the case,. The commercial 
blockade of Germany is by no means complete. The German export 
trade is not down and out, but it has been hit a staggering blow by 
the system under which this war is being waged. 


There is much sound sense in the contention by Prosecutor ITil- 


gemaim, made in an address before Fort, Wayne realty men, that 
lawmaking should be the work of experts instead of being entrusted 
to whoever cherishes an ambition to regulate mundane affairs.

Hostile to Plan to Have 


Two Garbage Plants 


in City. 


There developed in the city council 


Tuesday evening a decided hostility to a 
ilan favored by Mayor Hoacy and the 
joard of works to purchase land near 
the end of Huestis avenue' in the angle 
formed by the St. Mary's river and the 
\Vabash railroad on which to erect a 
garbage crematory. 
An ordinance ap- 


propriating a total of $4.100 to purchase 
threeo lots from Byron S. Thompson and 
one lot from John Wundcrlin as a site 
for the proposed plant was introduced 
and it had been the earlier intention to 
ask the council to suspend the rules and 
pass it at once, but no such proposal 
was made and the matter was referred 
tr. the committee of the whole, which 
will meet next Tuesday ni^ht to con- 
_.;ler the measure. 
At that time the 


garbage disposal problem will be giver 


thorough thrashing out. 
The plan of the mayor and the board 


of works is to build the new crematory 
to take care of the garbage from the 
south eide of the city and to continue 
to operate the old crematory on North 
Clinton street to dispose of waste from 
the north side. 


Councilman Rogge expressed 
deter- 


mined opposition to putting a garbage 
ciematory in the Sixth ward of which 
he is a resident. Councilman Keller, of 
the Eighth ward, voiced hostility to the 
plan of having another crematory in- 
side the city when he "believed the one 
already inside should be -removed be- 
yond the limits and also criticised the 
design to have two plants to maintain 
end operate. 


President Bayer, of the council, spoke 


at some length in criticism of the plan, 
basing his opposition in large part on 
r>ny action taken in haste, lie said that 
garbage disposal was one of the groat 
problems with which all cities had to 
deal and to attempt any solution of it 
in Fort Wayne over night was absurd. 
President Bayer declared that the city 
should contemplate no move in this di- 
rection without first procuring the serv- 
ices of a competent consulting engineer 
ar.d having hirh come here and make a 
complete survey of She local situation 
in order to advise the city what it will 
be best to do. 


The major sentiment of the cotmcil 


appears to b« antagonistic to the plan 
upon which the ordinance is based. There

It is 
not one of the species which blooms 
once in a hundred years or once every 
twenty-five years, but instead is covered 
with Jlowers each year. 
This 
plant, 


which is kept in a moderately warm 
place ill the winter time, begins to bud 
about Christmas time and flowers keep 
coining and going until the middle of 
July. 


Twenty-five years ago a neighbor lady 
ave. ill's.

Thus its 
power for interfering with the normal 
business activities of the community 
are second to that of no other disease. 
And for every death which it causes, 
it has been estimated that there are 
half a dozen other cases.

BOMB THREATS NOW 


COMING TO BOSTON 


Boston, July 14. —An afternoon paper 


announces the receipt of nn anonymous 
cninnmniration in which the writer de- 
scribing himself as a German spy slates 
that two bombs have been placed in the 
state house, and another in the custom 
house tower and that these will be ex- 
ploded "about Friday."
